Members of the Wilmington 


and Thorndike (FST) to design 
roadway improvements along the 
Route 38 corridor from Middlesex 
Avenue to the Tewksbury town 
line. Members directed Executive 
Director Michael Matt to invite FST 
officials to come to their November 
21 meeting with a contract. The 
board will take an official vote at 
that time. 

Fay, Spofford, and Thorndike was 
one of five firms to submit bids on 
the traffic project. FST repre- 
sentatives as well as officials from a 
second firm, Bruce Campbell and 
Associates, were invited to a special 
meeting Tuesday to present their 
proposals and explain if they would 
consider a jug handle option to 
improve left turn traffic onto Route 
129 (Richmond Street), Both said 
they would look at the jug handle 
alternative at no extra cost. FST's 
bid for the entire scope of work, 
including a conceptual plan, traffic 
counts, and meetings with town 
boards, was $23,233. Bruce Cam- 
pbell submitted a $16,500 ‘bid for 
the. work. The top bid submitted 
was $55,000. 

On Tuesday the two companies 
outlined several options to alleviate 
congestion ranging from the 
creation of four traffic lanes to the 
creation of three lanes with one 
dual left turn lane, The four-lane 
option, while considered the best 
traffic wise, was seen as having the 
most impact on abuttors. Bruce 
Campbell's Project Manager Gulte- 
kin Sultan said the four-lane plan 
would require taking a five foot 
strip of land on each side of Route 
38. 

Matt recommended the board go 
with Fay, Spofford, and Thorndike 
because the company spent more 
lime putting the proposal together

and went beyond what was asked of 
them. 

"They just took a more ‘in-depth 
look at the problem," said Matt. 

Other members agreed, Vaughn 
Surprenant said he was leaning 
toward FST because they were 
looking at impacts beyond the Route 
38 corridor. 

"L also like a new fresh approach," 
he added. 

Chairman Carl Backman said he 
liked the way FST broke up the 
commercial area into two specific 
sections, labeled the South Section 
from Middlesex to the Wilmington 
Plaza above Clark Street and the 
North Section to Route 129. In their 
proposal FST engineers said they 
would concentrate on the triangle 
between Clark Street, Middlesex 
Avenue, and Route 38 and on 
cut-through traffic to Route 62. 
Like Bruce Campbell, they also 
proposed a driveway relocation to 


create a signalized intersection by 
the entrances to Wilmington Plaza 
and. Wilmington Ford. 

Authority members Charles Gil- 
bert and Pat Duggan said they liked 
the fact that FST favored staying 
within the existing right of way. 
This would avoid too many land 
takings, they said. 

FST Principal Planner Ed Hol- 
lingshead had assured the board, 
"what we're trying to do here is 
make the maximum improvements 
we can and stay within the right of 
way." 

Vice President Edward Welch 
estimated work on the design and 
traffic counts could be finished by 
February, a public meeting could be 
held in May, and the plan could be 
tumed over to the State Department 
of Public Works in July or August. 
The goal of the redevelopment 
authority is to get the project on the 
state's five year plan so that state 
and federal funds will be earmarked 
for the construction phase.

delay the project up to 12 months 
and increase the cost to the town. 

Tierney explained in her opening 
paragraphs there would be a large 
impact to areas falling under the 
Wetlands Protection Act. These 
areas include two acres of 
bordering vegetated wetlands, 
3,000 linear feet of bank, and 
5,400 square feet of land under 
water. In addition, the project 
covers land within Zone II of 
several public wells and the 
headwaters of the Ipswich River 
and crosses open space and con- 
servation land. Tierney also poin- 
ted out 2,000 cubic yards of soil 
contaminated with TPH and copper 
from Textron on Lowell Street 
will require disposal under the 
state's hazardous waste regulations. 

In the ENF Certificate, the 
secretary wrote that "neither the 
evaluation of wetlands impacts nor 
the discussion of mitigation are 
complete.” She goes on to point out 
that "the proponent has left far too 
many environmental decisions to 
the responsibility of the 
contractor." 

Water and sewer commissioners 
are being asked to address the 


following in the EIR: alternative 
routes and their environmental 
acceptability; the development of a 
full mitigation plan to minimize 
impacts and show replication for 
disturbed areas; plans for exca- 
vating and disposing of hazardous 
waste by Textron's property; 
identification and mitigation of all 
open space and conservation land; 
an evaluation of the MWRA's 
ability to handle the extra capacity 
from the sewer line; and a more 
complete project description in- 
cluding the remaining clements in 
the town's Master Sewer Plan. 

At the insistence of concerned 
residents, the town is taking a 
second look at the sewer project at 
December's upcoming special town 
mecting. Residents at three public 
hearings questioned the need for 
the new line and the cost of sewer 
betterments in today's tight fiscal 
climate, Sewer commissioners and 
engineers from Fay, Spofford, and 
Thorndike maintain with several 
monetary gifts from local 
industries and the good bidding 
climate in town, the time is right to 
install the new line. The sewer

Couple acquitted of 
liquor serving charge 


A Wilmington couple has been 
acquitted in Woburn District Court 
on charges of: providing liquor to 
minors. The charges against 
Liliana and Arcangelo DeCenzo 
stemmed from an incident at the 
Wilmington High School senior 
prom in June, at which their son 
Davide became ill. 

School officials implemented the 
drug and alcohol policy, and 
suspended Davide from school 
activities, which meant that he 
could not participate in the 
convocation and graduation that 
weekend. 

Liliana DiCenzo went to the U.S 
District Court in Boston and 
obtained an injunction, requiring 
that Davide be allowed to graduate 
with his class. He and three class- 
mates who had also allegedly been 


drinking were allowed to take part 
in the ceremonies. 

The Wilmington Police Dept. fol- 
lowed up on the case, and charged 
Davide's parents with providing 
him and his friends with alcoholic 
beverages prior to the prom. 

The case went to court last week. 
According to Sgt. Robert Spencer, 
the testimony indicated that the 
youths had indeed been drinking. 

The decision, though, hinged on 
the wording of the law, which had 
no prior cases on which to base a 
decision. Judge Louis Gonella 
tuled that the law applied to 
commercial license holders 
delivering liquor to minors, but 
not to parents serving liquor in 
their own home. In a directed 
verdict, he found the defendants 
not guilty.

Warrant has five articles

At least five articles will be on the 
December 16 special town meeting 
warrant.

Dear Larz: 

I'm writing regarding Kevin 
Sowyrda's article in last week's 
Town Crier, The article bothered 
me for a lot of reasons, First, I 
would like to put one point in 
proper perspective. Mr. Sowyrda 
repeatedly mentioned that teachers 
work 182 days. That doesn't sound 
like much compared to 365 days ina 
year. However, let's figure this: 52 
weeks times five workdays per 
week is 260 days. Subtract from that 
11 holidays is 249 workdays, I don't 
have much seniority in my job, and 
I get three weeks vacation, so that's 
probably a low estimate of vacation 
time. Subtract that and now we have 
234 days. This makes a big 
difference. If the average worker 
works 234 days a year, 182 isn't 
such a glaring difference. 

Secondly, the thing that really 
distresses me about Mr. Sowyrda's 
column is the bad light it casts on all 
teachers. Maybe the union 
executives in Wilmington didn't 
serve their membership as well as 
they could have in this layoff 
incident last year, but to criticize all 
Wilmington teachers for this is 
really unfair. 

“\My children have told me of some 
of the outstanding things some of 
their teachers have done to show 
how much they care, There is one 
teacher at the high school who has 
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repeatedly told her class to call her, 
even at home, if they need -help. If 
they're out with friends who are 
drinking, and don't want to get in 
the car with a slightly drunk driver, 
just call her - anytime - she'll come 
and drive them home, That's only 
one example, there are many others, 
and I'm sure other parents have 
even more. We all know that there 
are good and bad in every line of 
work. Teaching was once thought of 
as a very honorable profession. It 
has really taken a beating in recent 
years, I don't fully understand why. 
Teaching is a job that requires 
extensive training, It's rarely a half 
a day, half a year job. When my 
husband used to teach, summer 
vacation was an opportunity to get 
in more hours at his second job. Not 
all teachers are in the $40,000 
salary range! These people are 
being entrusted with molding the 
minds of America's youth. This is 
truly our future. 

One of these kids may grow up 
and find a cure for cancer. Whether 
you have a child in school or not, 
you have a stake in these kids. 
Educating them is no small 
responsibility.Then think of some 
of the things you have read about 
schools in America today. Did you 
walk through metal detectors to 
enter the building when you went to 
school? Were you worried about a 
classmate that you may have had a 
disagreement with, pulling a knife 
on you? When I went to school, the 
kids sat in their seats and didn't say a 
word. It's sure not like that now. 
Teachers today deal with a majority 
of kids from troubled homes. The 
emotional and psychological 
pressures that today's kids face 
often manifest themselves at school, 
and teachers help them deal with 
these problems. 

Too often, we read how Japan and 
other countries are surpassing 
America. You'll find that they put a 
lot of importance in educating their 
youth. I was concerned that the 
average reader would see Mr. 
Sowyrda's article and come away 
with an attitude again condemning 
teachers. If it's as great a job as 
Kevin seems to think, I wonder why 
he hasn't rushed to take advantage, 
and become a teacher himself. That 
old saying about walking a mile in 
someone else's shoes comes in 
handy here. You really have no idea 
how difficult teaching is, until 
you've tried it. Please support our 
teachers, most of them are truly 
devoted and caring individuals.

ConCom 
set to OK 
building 
project

Two homes will soon be developed 
by Silver Lake off Lake Street once 
the Wilmington Conservation Com- 
mission issues an order of condi- 
tions on the proposed projects. The 
order is expected to be issued to 
owner Edward White on November 
20. 

Commissioners were told Wed- 
nesday that White is being forced to 
develop two of his four lots for 
financial reasons. He told the board 
he originally approached the town 
to buy the lots but the town couldn't 
afford his price. The lots were 
appraised at $600,000 about three 
years ago. White said more than 
once that he would prefer to keep 
the view of the lake intact. 

Commissioners said they too 
prefer to keep open space, especial- 
ly by the lake. 

"This really bothers me," said 
Commissioner Bill MacKinnon who 
pointed out developing the property 
goes against the town's wish to 
preserve open space. 

Others were concemed about the 
proximity to the shoreline. The 
homes will be built about 54 feet 
away from the lake. Chairman 
Dennis Poltrino noted this was a 
"highly sensitive area" and 
precautions must be taken. 

"I'm concerned with the whole 
project," he said. 

"All of us would rather not see this 
site developed, but it's not in our 
power to prevent it," Gary Mercer 
said. 

During the hearing there was some 
discussion of turning one of the 
homes on the plan to get a better 
view of the lake. The board said 
they needed to know exactly how 
the home would be laid out before 
an order is forthcoming. 
Proponents agreed to keep the plan 
intact.

House bill would 
cut sewer rates

Wilmington Town Manager 
Michael Caira last week urged 
support of House Bill 6016, which 
deals with a more equitable distri- 
bution of sewer charges by the 
Massachusetts Water Resource 
Authority. 

Caira told selectmen last week 
the bill is a "very critical" piece of 
legislation which could alter the 
method of assessing sewer charges. 
Instead of basing the rates on 
Wilmington's entire population, the 
bill would force the MWRA to 


base its rates on the number of 
sewer users only. Caira maintained 
that the town has been unfairly 
assessed. If the legislation is 
approved, sewer bills would come 
down, he said. 

Caira has written to Wilmington 
legislators urging their support for 
the bill in order to control the 
town's “Outrageous sewer rates,” 
In part, Caira's letter stated, "we 
urge you to participate in any 
activity which would further assist 
the beleagured ratepayer." 


Waiver okayed

National Education Week: A time to observe the process 


November 17, 1991 marks the 
start of National Education Week. 
This is a time when parents and 
community members are encour- 
aged to attend school programs, 
visit classrooms and recognize the 
effort of educators and support 
staff. National Education Week 
comes at a time when public edu- 
cation is receiving considerable 
attention in the media. This 
attention has focused on three plans 
which offer recommendations for 
the future of our scfiools. 

The first plan, authored by 
President Bush, is referred to as 
Education 2000. Primary recomm- 
endations of the plan include that by 
the year 2000 every child will enter 
school ready to learn and that 
American children will led the 
world in math and science achieve- 
ment. The plan does not include any 
federal money to support the goals 
of the program. 

The second plan was developed by 
the Massachusetts Business Alliance 
for Education: a group of business 
activists impressed with the import- 
ance of education. This plan urges 
the state to set higher expectations 
for student achievement, establish 
specific goals for local and state 
educational programs and provide 
incentives to those schools which 
achieve their goals. In addition, this 
plan recommends expanded pre- 
school education, a longer school 
day and school based management 
with the building principal as the 
key figure. This plan provides 
funding by raising the tax levy at the

Igcal level and increasing state 
funding, These new revenues would 
be directed to public education. 

The third plan was devised by 
Governor Weld. The Weld plan 
requests that parents and business 
people take a bigger role in public 
education. The plan includes stand- 
ardized assessments for students, 
increases certification requirements 
for teachers, revises teacher tenure 
and establishes a statewide core 
curriculum. The Governor has not 
identified any specific formula to 
fund this plan. 


The benefits of all of three plans is 


that they place public education in 
the spotlight. The danger is that the 
plans raise expectations at a time 
when educators are being asked to 
provide quality education with 
reduced resources and increased 
class sizes. 

There is a fourth plan that ] would 
like to acknowledge in preparation 
for National Education Week. This 
plan is founded on the daily lessons 
of the teachers who lead the 
instructional program. This plan is 
comprehensive and varies by 
subject and grade level, and it inc-

materials. The plan provides for the 
ongoing a sment of all children, 

The first three plans are ideas for 
the future. The fourth plan reflects 
the reality of goals being put into 
action. 

Each of the Tewksbury schools 
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has organized a series of events to 
celebrate National Education Week. 
I encourage parents and interested 
community~mémbers to visit our 
classrooms. Observe the educational 
process first hand by participating 
in a science lab, a cooking class, a 
discussion of a literary work, an art 
lesson, a physical education class or 
a lesson in the new elementary math 
program. Teach a lesson by reading 
as story, show the students slides of 
a recent trip, share a hobby, talk 


about your career or help in the 
class with an art lesson or a cooking 
project.

Tewksbury has become a community of vivid contrasts, 
positive and negative. The typical positive was Saturday, a 
brisk autumn day at Tewksbury Memorial High School. 

People like Paula Coppola spent months preparing for the 
annual Apple Fest scholarship craft fair, as sure a local 
happening as the leaves changing on the banks of the 
Merrimack. 

Parents of students aspiring for a better life crafted their 
works for a good cause. There were heavy afghans full of 
color, bright quilts, Tewksbury flags and red, holiday banners, 
Christmas wreaths and an abundance of dried floral 
arrangements for the season. There was even the now famous 
Joe Doherty custom made mail boxes, which dot the landscape 
in Tewksbury. 

The sale netted $7,500 in one day. 

"It will make the difference for a lot of working class 
families who need every bit of help with upcoming college 
tuition bills", said Paula Coppola, who can appreciate the costs 
of higher education with two daughters studying at UMASS 
Lowell. 

Tewksbury in the negative could be found on the other side 
of town, the Camara Compound on Washington Street. The 
bastion of controvery makes the local headlines again as Mrs. 
Jeanne Camara starts a vitriolic campaign for selectman, 
following in her husband's footsteps. 

Demands for resignations fly from the Camara headquarters 
as usual, though this time the grenadier is Mrs. Camara, not 
Mr. While people on one side of Tewksbury are raising 
money so local kids can get a college education, perhaps the 
Camara Compound is issuing its latest revelation that a builder 
laid a foundation, off mark by an inch or so. 

But the real issue has become one of contrast in a town so 
rich with talent and contributing members. Mrs. Camara told 
the Lowell Sun, "They shouldn't look at it as husband and 
wife, they should look at it as electing an individual." Three 
cheers for that pro-woman, libertarian statement. But, as 
Bobby Kennedy said, don't tell me what you're going to do, 
tell me what you've done. 

Here's what she's done: 

*Demanded the town manager's resignation for reasons not 
clear to the fluid thinking. 

*Demanded the firing of town building officials for 
inspecting her property for the alleged storage of junk and 
hazardous waste. 

*Announced her candidacy for selectman against a long-time 
opponent of her husband's, 

Tom Camara's first unraveling came at the merciless hands 
of Bill Hallisey. His second, what could be the coup d'grace, 
may be his wife's candidacy. Why? Because people in this 
Carnation Capital are a sophisticated electorate, demanding 
more than 24 hour finger-pointing. 

They relish people in town who ran Saturday's scholarship 
fair, and thank God for the time they had with people like 
Chief Sullivan, Tom Hodgeson and Walter Sharkey. They 
can't understand the string of bombs perpetually hurled from 
the Camara Compound. 

Tewksbury appreciates Dick*Morris and Jolm Cane at the 
Homecoming Committee, and relishes an annual, hearty laugh 
with Eleanor Corey at the March Blamey Roast. Tewksbury 
just looks to the Camaras as increasingly bizarre. 

But while the bombs are being hurled, life goes on. 

Jerry Selissen and the Patriotic Activities Committee wasn't 
calling for resignations or trying to get people fired on 
Armistice Day. They were remembering and paying tribute. 


Folks like Peter and Bonnie Frend aren't calling for the 
ouster of good town employees. Instead, they spend their time 
productively with kids, coordinating one of the best Little 
League programs in the Merrimack Valley, teaching fair play 
and a drive for excellence; the same lessons taught at the girls 
softball league by Al Pappalardo and Gerry Archiprete. 

The fraternal organizations aren't running a 24 hour-a-day 
political attack strategy. Instead, people like Ken Smith from 
the Lions Club raises $10,000 for eye research, and brothers 
at the VFW, DAV and Elks Lodge open their halls to provide 
a safe Halloween for Tewksbury children. 

We never hear anything about all these unsung heroes of 
Tewksbury. Instead and increasingly, we are forced to read a 
plethora of ridiculous accusations and innuendo. 

There's a saying from Management 101 that applies here. 
Bring me solutions, not problems. 

Some bona fide solutions might make for a real candidacy 
for Mrs Camara. 

Anything short of that is just plain, old gossip.

Former school committeewoman Linda McMenimen, once 
a powerful figure at the Roman House, tossed her hat into the 
school committee contest this week. "I'm in the race", said 
McMenimen, vowing to promote a local education board 
which is less politically motivated. McMenimen, head of the 
Chapter One program at Lowell Tech, said her platform focal 
point will be "back to education and away from politics". 

McMenimen said the recent teachers’ contract will be a 
major campaign issue, criticizing incumbents for an extended 
financial agreement with the WTA. "I think it was 
irresponsible of the present school committee to commit for 
the next three years without knowing the fiscal constraints that 
lie ahead." 

In the aftermath of a controversial teachers’ pay hike many 
political pundits weigh McMenimen's prospects as good to 
excellent. "She's as tenacious a candidate as she is a board 
member," said former colleague Tony Accardi, "and in 
these times of turmoil her stability might be just what voters 
are looking for."

Bob Doucette's pending retirement from the board of 
selectmen has political camps scurrying to fill the void. A 
frequently mentioned name of late is Housing Authority 
Chairman Tom Siracusa, Governor Weld's appointee to that 
board, Siracusa's supporters cite his deft handling of the 
factions comprising the housing board, and say he has 
projected the professional image of conciliator. 

Siracusa is a scientist with the Dynamics Research Corp. 

Other contenders for Doucette's seat remain Tony 
Capuano, who finished second place in the 1990 election, and 
former school committeewoman Bridget Zukas. Brad 
Jackson, considered a potential contender, has told supporters 
he's leaning toward a bid to recapture his school committee 
seat.

currently considering a bill, House 
6100, that will change the 
Commonwealth's system for paying 
for health care. This bill could have 
a profound effect on Winchester 
Hospital and the people we serve. 
Most importantly, the bill abandons 
the state's historic commitment to 
providing hospital care for every 
Mass. citizen regardless of their 
ability to pay. 

As drafted, House bill 6100 leaves 
a gaping hole in the most important 
safety net for people without 
insurance: the Free Care or 
uncompensated care pool, If enacted 
in its present form, insurance 
companies, businesses and the state 
government may not do their fair 
share to help the uninsured get 
health care. Instead, the bill 
proposes to shift most of the cost of 
that care to the hospitals and the 
paying patient. 

House 6100 proposes to control 
health care costs by promoting 
competition among insurers and 
hospitals. This may reduce cots, but 
without built in safeguards to 
protect those hospitals that serve the 
poor and the uninsured, some 
residents may find it difficult to 
access health care services. 

The bill also gives insurers an 
unfair advantage to dictate the 
amount they will pay for patients 
care. In truth, the amount and 
quality of the care you receive 
should be determined by your 
doctor. 

In order to protect Winchester and 
other Mass hospitals, please contact 
your state legislators and encourage 
them to change House bill 6100 to 
better represent the needs of 
Massachusetts hospitals and 
residents in your community.

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This deerstalker gathers information 


by Bill Conlon 

We all have the same traditional 
image of the Deerstalker, don't we? 
A brave in buckskins, longbow in 
hand, moving silently through the 
woods, following a trail. Without a 
word or a sound, he approaches a 
deer, and takes his shot without the 


Following a deer trail is both fun 
and informative, and it can lead to 
success. Emphasis is on "leading" to 
success, but following a deer trail is 
hardly a guarantee of venison in the 
fridge for Christmas. 

Deer leave footprints while they 
walk, We all do. But you won't be 
able to sneak up on a deer. Their 
ears will pick up your approach at a 
few hundred yards, and they'll be 
gone like a shot once they either see 
you or pick up your scent, 

Deer need two forms of detection 
before hitting the panic button, I've 
found. Sight, sound or smell, one 
sense puts them on alert, and if they 
verify the threat with another one 
they're gone. Bye. Watch for the 
big white flash of their tail as they 
bounce inio the next ZIP code. 

But following a deer track gives 
you vital information. 

Where do they sleep? Where do 
they feed? Where's the daily water 
stop? Follow their tracks and you'll 
probably find out. 

Then you can use the information 
to set up an ambush, 

The size of a deer's footprint will 
give you a ballpark figure about his 
size. The track illustration given on 
this page would be for a fairly large 
deer, but there are bigger tracks in 
the woods, made by bigger deer. 
On the other hand, some people just 
have big feet (like me) and deer are 
no exception. The size of the tracks 
isn't a foolproof estimate. 

Note the arrow given beside the 
deer track on this page. That's the 
direction the deer was moving as 
the footprints were made. It's flat 
unbelievable how many hunters get 
that fact wrong, so they follow deer 
tracks backwards, Yup. 

A deer’s hoof is an interesting bit 
of Mother's handiwork. Each drop- 
shaped hoof half is actually a ridge 
of bone, a lot like a fingernail, with 
a pad inside like a dog's pads, They 
may appear like blunt instruments, 
but they give deer incredible sure- 
footedness, Deer easily climb steep 
hillsides and ledges that would give 
you a heart attack just looking. And 
they will FLY up those ledges, 

Litule "dew claw" tracks are made 
by bigger deer, since their weight is 
enough push their feet further into 
the dirt. The big part of the tracks 
appears everywhere, but dew claw 
marks are occasional, at best. 

Deer can't walk silently through a 
field of dry "potato chip" leaves 
any easier than you, Remember, he 
has four legs while you have only 
two, so he makes MORE noise in 
the woods than you do. 

Deer tracks made in snow, mud 
or dirt will have the classic shape, 
as given here, If you find a patch of 
mud, always look for tracks. 


But deer also make tracks as they 
walk in leaves, pine needles, sand, 
moss, and other floorings that don't 
leave such easily identifiable prints. 
Look for a "hole" in the leaves, in 
the same size and general shape as a 
deer track, then look for the next 
footprint. A squirrel digging in the 
leaves may make a hole that looks 
much like a deer track, but a deer 
makes a line of footprints, one after 
another. If you find one, look for 
the next and establish a pattern. 


Then follow the leader. Over hill 
and dale, deer just keep walking, all 
day long it seems, They may nibble 
on tender buds here and theré, but a 
major food source will appear after 
awhile. Cornfield? Acom patch? 

The same applies to water. There 
is water all over the place, but deer 
have one spot in particular that is 
the favorite water hole. Watch for 
it, then look for tracks of different 
sizes nearby. 


The pattern of the tracks gives an 
added bit of information: the deer's 
state of mind. 

Like all four-legged critters, deer 
alternate between left and right and 
fore and aft. The left front leg is 
moved forward, then the right rear 
comes up, and so on. But they only 
use that walk while relaxed, On the 
ground, the tracks form a string of 
fairly evenly spaced prints, each a 
few inches away from the last one, 

A panic-stricken deer uses a diff- 
erent form of motion. Front legs 
will be kept together, and back legs 
will likewise move simultaneously. 
The motion goes something like: 
Dig in the back legs, push, then put 
the front legs down while the back 
legs come up to dig and push again. 
This gives deer the classic "bounce" 
motion for the first 100 yards or 
$0, before they slow down and look 
back. 


The tracks of a fleeing deer are in 
clusters of four footprints, all in a 
small area, then 15 feet away will 
be another clump of four prints. An 
awful lot of ground can be covered 
quickly with the bouncing motion. 

A third motion for deer is much 
like the casual walk. A buck in hot 
pursuit of a doe, or a nervous deer 
that hasn't bolted, will walk faster. 
The tracks will be further spaced 
than an easy, walk-and-munch type 
of walking, but not in groups. A 
buck following a doe walks with a 
stiff-legged gait, so be watchful for 
drag marks behind the actual tracks 
themselves. 


Fresh tracks still have loose bits 
of dirt and vivid marks, while older 
tracks may have leaves blown in 
and appear more vague. 

Eventually, if you follow a deer 
track long enough, you will come 
upon the track-maker. The laws of 
physics states that footprints must 
be made by feet, and sooner or later 
you'll find the feet making them. 

The sound of a walking deer is 
virtually identical to the noise made 
by a walking human, so a deer will 
wait to see who's coming up from 
behind before bolting. Curiosity. 

But you won't see the deer if you 
don't look up from the footprints.

An interesting tactic to follow if 
you jump a deer is to test the wind, 
then make your plans. You'll never 
catch a deer on foot once he bolts, 
so don't bother following the tracks 
once he goes bounding away. 

He's a hundred yards off by now 
and looking over his shoulder to see 
the threat. If there's nothing there, 
and if there aren't dozens of other 
threats around, he'll likely circle 
back to sniff the wind, to verify the 
threat. Use that information to your 
advantage, and hurry! 

Hustle directly downwind a few 
hundred feet and pick out a brushy, 
concealed route that the deer will 
follow as he sneaks up to catch your 
scent without being seen. Terrain 
features.or plants, whatever offers 
the best concealment, Then sit and 
wait, motionless. You'll hear him. 

And if that doesn't work, find his 
tracks again and start walking, 


--- Tackle Box --- 


The latest copy of the Division of 
Fisheries & Wildlife's press release 
series had a nifty bit of info. They 
gave the locations of every check 
station in the Commonwealth. All 
deer hunters know (or should) that 
you must bring your kill to a check 
station for verification, and to get a 
tag to take your second deer. Also, 
a host of information used in deer 
management is obtained with check 
station testing. The reason why we 
have so many deer is because of the 
terrific herd management program 
in Massachusetts, and check station 
information certainly is helpful. 

‘The entire check station listing is 
too lengthy for print here, but I did 
type up the listing for this area, If 
you need the rest of the stations, 
give me a call at 658-2346 and I'll 
mail it off post haste. 

The check station listing gave the 
seasons of operation, since not all 
check stations are open every deer 
season. All stations are open for all 
seasons in the Northeast, but not so 
in other districts. Bow season (a), 
shotgun season (s), and primitive 
weapons season (p) are noted. If in 
doubt about hours, give the place a 
call, Here goes:

May Bliss' many contributions to Wilmington

There's a saying hanging in 
Maybelle Bliss' Glen Road kitchen 
that seems to sum up her life so 
far: 

“Count your age 

by friends, not years 

Count your life 

by smiles, not tears." 

Those who know this soft spoken 
lady with the reputation for quietly 
getting things done would agree the 
words ring true. For besides 
having numerous friends who keep 
in touch on a regular bi 
Maybelle also possesses a positive 
attitude and a sense of joy which is 
obvious to everyone who sees her. 

Maybelle's life, and that of her 
late husband Hayward, almost 
seems to be intertwined with 
Wilmington's past, Both have been 
part of Wilmington's cultural, 
political, religious, and social life. 
Both shared in the growth of the 
town and made a place for 
themselves when they moved from 
Wakefield to Wilmington 45 years 
ago. 

There were only 4,000 people 
here when we moved in," recalls 
Maybelle. She notes the town 
common wasn't as pretty as it is 
today. Youngsters used it as a 
playing field along with an empty

lot by Dinnette World. An old 
tannery in the area had "a terrible 
odor" and had to be torn down. 
According to May, the old Walker 
School was "the best in town" 
because "the teachers were highly 
thought of." Main Street in 
Wilmington sustained some 
changes over the years. 

"We used to have an economy 
store beyond the telephone 
building," says May, referring to 
the meat and grocery store. There 
was also Huntley's Diner, Stevens 
Supermarket where the Silver Lake 
Pharmacy now stands, and a 
smaller post office in place of the 
current Bedell Bros. Insurance 
Company. 

Though Maybelle was in the first 
wave of newcomers and new 
families weren't particularly 
welcomed at that time, she and her 
husband slowly began to make a 
difference in their chosen 
community, 

One of the first groups Maybelle 
joined was the Wilmington Wo- 
men's Club, The women were 
from different factions and 
denominations in town and, 
through the club, Maybelle formed 
many of the lasting friendships she 
values to this day. It was about this 
time that Maybelle also pursued

"I never advertised; it just kind of 
snowballed so that now I touch 
everyone's life for a half hour. My 
main goal is to touch it with joy,” 
says May. 

Maybelle's approach with her 
students earns her respect and gains 
results. She's gentle yet firm and 
never, ever raises her voice to 
express displeasure or disappoint- 
ment. Instead, she relies on her 
students’ own motivation and "a 
little bit of humor" to get the 
lessons across. Above all else May 
hopes her students learn to appre- 
ciate music as much as she does. 

"I appreciate each student I have; 
I'm interested in them as a person 
first," she explains. 

What does May get back? 

"Their love. They come back to 
visit. They tell me I've been part of 
their childhood. I play at weddings 
when they get married - that's my 
gift to them," she says with a smile, 
adding, music has been, simply, 
“my whole life." 

From time to time this talented 
teacher volunteers to play at local 
churches and in front of audiences, 
such as the overflow crowd which 
applauded her music and that of 
fellow organist Carolyn Stanhope 
at last month's Council for the Arts 
concert 

For the past 10 years, May has 
been an active member of the 
library board of trustees and the 
Sarah Carter Lecture Committee. 
The latter group uses money 
bequeathed by the late Sarah Carter 
to bring cultural travelogues and 
musical programs to local citizens, 

Though Maybelle credits her late 
husband with providing the 
impetus for the formation of the 
Wilmington Recreation Depart- 
ment, she herself did much to lay 
the groundwork. May saw a need 
to provide more playgrounds in 
town, Her sons Marc and Hap 
(Frederick) would often play at the 
Maple Meadow playground. With 


the help of two or three members 
of the Women's Club, Maybelle 
scouted out playgrounds in other 
towns to see exactly what could be 
built locally, Then, a core group of 
about 10 officials worked to build 
playgrounds at the Wildwood, 
Whitefield, Walker, and Mildred 
Rogers schools. During that time, 
Red Cross swim classes were 
offered at Silver Lake and buses 
from the Wakefield YMCA were 
hired in the 1950s to take local 
youngsters to camp Wakonda, Out 
of that nucleus of activities and 
volunteers grew the present recrea- 
tion department with physical 
education teacher Larry Cushing as 
its first director. 

Both Maybelle and Hayward 
teamed up in other areas. They 
were active in the Congregational 
Church. In fact, May explains with 
a laugh, it was the tolling of the 
churches’ bell that closed the sale 
of her present home. They helped 
the Rev. Cummings form the 
Couples Club, and Hayward served 
as co-chairman of the building 
commission with Esther Nichols 
and helped build the parish house. 
In the mid-1960s, the Bliss' were 
instrumental in founding the 
service organization known as the 
Kiwanis Club. Hayward collected 
the names of 40 "stable, highly 
respected" members of the 
community to serve as a nucleus of 
the new organization, which was 
chartered in 1967. It was a 
testimony to Maybelle's involve- 
ment and in tribute to Hayward 
that May was later invited to be the 
first woman Kiwanian in 
Wilmington. 

When her husband became 
politically active, it was Maybelle 
who provided a steady homelife 
and the social amenities when 
friends and acquaintances stopped 
by at “Bliss Haven." Hayward was 
on the planning board when 
members attempted to address the 
growing traffic problem. Though 
residents welcomed tax relief in the 
form of more industry, they were 


Preventing food 
poisoning 


When it comes to food preparation 
and storage this Thanksgiving, 
Winchester Hospital Registered 
Dictitian, Anne Mitchell has some 
good advice to keep you, your 
guests and your leftovers in good 
condition by avoiding food 
poisoning 

“If you are buying a frozen turkey 
or other poultry for Thanksgiving, 
defrost it in the refrigerator, While 
it may take longer, it's safer, since 
food at room temperature is subject 
to bacterial growth that can cause 
food poisoning," says Anne. "If you 
are buying frésh poultry, try to buy 
it three to five days before 
Thanksgiving. After five days, it 
may begin to go bad." 

Anne warns to never stuff poultry 
with stuffing. "If stuffing sits inside 
the cavity for too long, bacterial 
contamination can result, and you 
and your guests may develop food 
poisoning.” She suggests cooking 
stuffing separately. 

Anne also cautions about letting 
food sit unrefrigerated even after 
it's cooked. "The longer food is left 
al room temperature,” she explains, 
the more it becomes subject to 
bacterial contamination or growth.” 

If you carve poultry on a cutting 
board, Ann advises that you wash 
the board thoroughly before and 
after carving with lots of hot, soapy 
water. If not cleaned well,cutting 
boards can trap bacteria which can 
cause food poisoning. Washing the 
cutting board with a paste of baking 
soda or rubbing it with a wedge of 
lemon or lime will also help get rid 
of odors,

The Bliss's touched many peo- 
ple's lives and made a difference in 
Wilmington, Maybelle, typically, 
downplays their role. 

"We're not the only ones. A lot 
of people have contributed a lot 
more than we have, Ours was a 
small part. I don't put any 
importance on it at all. We did 
what people asked us to do. We 
were in on the ground floor," 
Maybelle said. 

Of her own role, May explains, 
"I've never gone after anything; 
things have come to me. Right now 
I'm 78 and resting on my laurels." 

Since Hayward passed away of a 
malignancy in 1979, Maybelle has 
devoted more time to her piano 
students whom she calls "my 
outlet, my salvation." For relaxa- 
tion, she curls up in her rocking 
chair with a good book and a bag 
of Werthers' Butterscotch. Like 
her books and her music, her 
memories. keep her company. 
Maybelle is proud of her husband's 
accomplishments and refers only 
modestly to her own. Her favorite 
role seems to have been that of 
homemaker and wife.

evergreen, That camouflages him. 

“And he has a special trick. 
Only saw-whets have it, He has 
white spots on his sides, white 
streaks over his head.

this country. No bunnies, no rac- 
coons, no owls. 

“T have Disney not as a pet but 
because he can’t care for him- 
self,” she continues, “and I was 
trained to take care of these birds 
if they need help. 

“If you pick up a wild animal 
and take it home to make a pet out 
of it, not only do you break the 
law, but you ruin the life of the 
animal. Quite often animals who 
are picked up by people as pets 
die. People don’t know how to 
take care of them.” 

Sitting Indian-style on the car- 
pet before her, the kids look, listen 
and learn. Collier turns their atten- 
tion first to where the wild things 
are, next to the Indian artifacts, 
around toward the feathers, then 
on to the skins. 

“I have some Indian things to 
show you also,” she says. “I have 
them for two reasons. One, as I 
just told you, I take care of these 
birds - and you notice that all of 
the Indian things up here have 
feathers on them. That's not a 
coincidence. 

“But I don’t want you to think I 
walked into my birds’ cages and 
pulled their feathers out. That 
would hurt. It would feel like your 
hair being pulled out by the roots. 

“In the summertime, birds do 
something that helps me - they 
molt. They shed their feathers and 
grow new ones. They do that in 
the summertime because that’s 
when there’s more food available. 
Growing new feathers requires 
energy and that requires food. 


“Well, I realized as 1 began to 
take care of my birds 12 years ago 
that when they molted their feath- 
ers, I had the feathers the Indians 
admired. I’m part-Indian and I 
thought, all right, I'm going to 
make things in the Indian way 
because you cannot see these 
things up close in museums. 

“IT want people to see the won- 
derful colors the Indians liked, to 
sce these things without the feath- 
ers being broken and old. My 
house is now full of all kinds of 
Indian things, and I’m going to 
show you the birds that go with 
cach of those things.” 

Out comes a headdress, 68 tail- 
feathers thick, not seen - the chil- 
dren determine - by the Indians in 
these parts. And why not?. 

“Even if the Indians around 
here had golden cagle feathers in 
plenty, they would not have used 
them to make headdresses,” says 
Collier, “This was worn by men in 
western tribes who rode horses. 

“Everything on this headdress 
was designed to move and sway 
as the man rode. ‘The weasel skins 
sway. The dyed red horsehair 
sways. This cloth that the Indians 


traded herds to acquire would 
move, Well, on horseback, this 
looks terrific. The man wearing it 
looks terrific. 

“But Indians around here did 
not go about on horseback .... 

“Imagine a man sitting in a 
canoe wearing this. He'd look 
kind of silly. Indians around here 
did wear headdresses, All Indian 
tribes - and there were many dif- 
ferent ones - wore headdresses but 
they looked different.” 

Meet Tucker, an American 
kestrel falcon, the smallest falcon 
found in the United States. He 
can’t move his eyes so he moves 
his head, in a constant search for 
bugs or rats or mice. That’s why, 
explains Collier, Tucker loves 
MTV. 

Check out this ‘tomahack’ - 
white people messed up that 
Indian word - made of sticks, 
stones, rawhide, and sometimes 
metal received in trade. 


Catch Wobby, a red-tailed 
hawk, flew into a car, has only 
one eye, nervous because she has 
a handicap. She beat up three 
males before Collier found one 
she liked, the ugliest one, at that. 
Love must be half-blind. 

And you patriots out there, for- 
get the bald eagle. According to 
Collier, the Indians didn’t admire 
that coward at all - the golden 
eagle should be our national bird. 

Each artifact has a story, each 
bird a name and biography, each 
minute a message, stated or clear- 
ly implied, that humans must 
respect wild things (“There is no 
wild or domestic animal that 
won't respond to being handled 
gently.”); and think for themselves 
(“Are owls smart? Don’t believe 
everything you read.”). Collier 
speaks science, social studies and 
volumes on bows and quivers, 
coyotes, badgers, and wolverines, 

Each word, action, humorous 
observation, and vivid example 
underline her recurrent, mutually 
supportive themes; “If you would 
like to help wildlife, leave them 
alone” and “Indians came up with 
some extremely good ideas.” 

Meet Keenu, “War Eagle,” 
powerful enough to capture a 
wolf, 13 pounds with a six-foot 
wingspan, a golden eagle, the 
Indians’ most admired bird, God's 
messenger. 

“If you'd like to make friends 
with any animal, don’t flap your 
hands in the animal’s face - you'll 
frighten him,” says Collier. “I say 
hella to Keenu. She pulls my hair 
- that’s how she says hello to me. 

“Tell her I love her with my 
face. I tell her ‘no!” with my 
hand.” 

Fourteen-year-old Keenu will 
never fly anywhere again, “She

One of the guys who was 
present on this evening said he’s 
been audited so many times that 
the sight of an IRS letter doesn’t 
faze him anymore, but he recalls 
the first time he heard from those 
stonefaced agents of the U.S. gov- 
emment. “I thought I was having 
a heart attack,” he said, “My heart 
ended up in my throat, I was so 
scared. Yeah, I'd have to agree 
that the IRS did scare the heck out 
of me.” 

One of the women present 
piped up with what most of us 
agreed is the second most fright- 
ening experience: getting stuck by 
yourself in an elevator. “It hap- 
pened to me once,” she related. “I 
was in one of the government 
buildings in Boston. There was a 
power failure. | was by myself, 
and I thought | was going to faint. 
I banged and screamed. Finally 
somebody yelled to me that they 
would have the elevator down in a 
few minutes. They were the 
longest few minutes I'd ever spent 
in my life. When I finally got out 
I felt like kissing the floor. It was 
the most frightening experience 
I’ve ever gone through. You think 
something like that will never 
happen to you, then it does.” 

Another woman*inthe group 
recalled the time she and her 
friend were walking back to their 
car following a night out at 
Quincy Market in Boston. “The 
car was parked in a garage near- 

aby,” she told us. “It was late at 
night and we thought we were the 
only ones on that level. Suddenly 
we heard the sounds of footsteps 
and male voices. We turned 
around and saw a couple of young 
guys about twenty yards behind 
us. They appeared drunk. I said to 
my friend, let's hurry and get out 
of here. We weren’t about to take 
any chances. But before we could 
get to our car, these two guys 
were right behind us. They made 
a few nasty remarks, which my 
friend took offense to. The next 
thing I knew, one of the guys took 
my friend’s eyeglasses off her 
face. He thought it was a big joke, 
and he refused to give them back 
When my friend tried to take them

London’,” someone else*piped up. 


“LT used to love walking through 
Harold Parker State Park, in 
Andover, The older I get, though, 
the more it scares me to walk 
through those woods alone at 
night. When I was a kid, it 
scemed as though nothing fright- 
ened me. Now just the thought of 
being in those woods alone at 
night gives me the willies. When 
you get older you're more aware 
of what dangers can lurk in the 
darkness, | guess.” 

Somebody remarked that we 
all sounded like cowardly lions. 
Then somebody else remarked 
that that was O.K., that we'd be 
abnormal if we didn’t secretly 
have something in our lives that 
frightened us, My biggest fear is 
being fost at sea, | related a story 
about the time a friend and I 


became lost off the coast of 
Newport, R.1 
“We were on a ten-meter 
Seasprite, and we were returning 
to Portsmouth after a long after- 
noon sail. As we approached 
Narragansett Bay, we observed a 
thick bank of black clouds mov- 
ing in from the southwest. It was 
also getting dark, The black 
clouds brought on sunset faster 
than we'd expected. Before we 
knew it, the sun had set and the 
unexpected storm was upon us. It 
rained so hard that we couldn't 
even make out the coastline. We 
were without radar and landmarks 
to guide us back to port; the only 
things we had to rely on were 
charts and gut instinct. It should 
have taken us another hour to get 
back to port, Because of the 
storm, it took us four more hours 
to find our way back. At times | 
thought we'd never get back, then 
suddenly there it was: enough of a 
break in the storm for us to recog- 
nize the lights at our marina. | was 
never so happy to sce land. Being 
lost at sea was the most frighten- 
ing experience-of my life. | 
learned a great deal of respect for 
the sea that night. 1 learned that 
the sca is really the boss, not the 
captain of your boat.” 


stuck between two huge trailer 
trucks while travelling at a high 
speed on a highway. “My mother 
was nearly killed in a situation 
just like that,", one of the women 
present noted. “It scared her so 
badly that, to this day, she still has 
a hard time driving on a highway. 
She watched, helplessly, as one 
trailer truck began to switch lanes. 
Because of the second trailer truck 
next to her, she was unable to go 
anywhere, Then the driver of the 
second truck spotted her little car, 
and blew his air horn, The driver 
of the first truck spotted her and 
weaved back into his own lane 
She might have been killed.” 

The next most frightening 
experience is something nearly 
everybody present had been sub- 
jected to: suddenly seeing blue 
lights flashing in your rearview 
mirror. One of the guys men- 
tioned, “That scares me, even if 
I'm not doing anything wrong. 
Talk about raising the little hairs 
on the back of your neck!” 

Fear number cight was some- 
thing none of us had ever experi- 
enced, and we all agreed that it's 
something none of us wanted to 
go through: that is having some- 
thing go wrong with your health 
while alone at night in your bed. 
“T hate to get sick during the 
night, never mind having some- 
thing serious go wrong while 
sleeping alone,” somebody indi- 
cated. “The thought of suddenly 
being stricken with a pain in your 
chest and then not being able to 
call out to somebody for help is 
the most frightening thing that 
could happen to me. You guys can 
have your stuck clevators and 
dark, spooky woods, For me, it’s 
not having somebody there to 
help me if I get seriously sick dur 
ing the middle of the night.” 

Another one of us said, “At 
least you can have a telephone 
next to your bed at night, You 
can't dial 911 when you're alone 
on a dark city street, especially in 
a strange city. Your imagination 
can run wild on you, and you 
think there's somebody crazy 
Jurking around the comer of every 
alleyway. That’s what really 
scares the life out of mi 

“That can be scary,” one of the 
guys said, “but nothing is more 
scary than the thought of geting 
re-married. Now that’s something 
to scare the daylights out of you.” 


With that comment we nearly 
unanimously agreeU that we 
hadn't, after all, had enough terri- 
fying celluloid screams and drip- 
ping ketchup. Horror movie num- 
ber four was just beginning. It 
was about a vampire on the loose 
in some rural mid-western town, 
and it looked like it was going to 
be a dandy thriller. Tt was, after 
all, Halloween, and we adults 
weren't about to get a chance to 
act like scared kids again until 
another year.
